Whereas, Sports are part of a well-rounded educational experience, but getting
students back in the classroom is the most important aspect for their long-term development.
To achieve this, the Legislature should immediately appropriate the federal relief dollars our
school districts need to implement their reopening plans and fund the testing and other costs
that will be incurred to reopen sports in a manner that effectively mitigates the spread of
COVID-19; now, therefore, be it".
